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The  following  are  among  the  considerations,  which  led  to  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  Merrimack  Humane  Society  : 

Among  the  discoveries  of  modern  times,  none  ought  to  be  reck- 
oned more  valuable,  or  are  calculated  to  afford  a  more  exquisite 
source  of  gratification,  to  the  truly  benevolent  mind,  than  those 
which  have  been  made  in  the  art  of  resuscitation.  Repeated  ex- 
periments have  demonstrated,  not  only  the  possibility,  but  also  the 
moral  certainty,  of  restoring  suspended  animation,  where  timely  aid 
is  afforded  and  proper  remedies  are  applied.  With  a  view  of  col- 
lecting the  various  modes  of  treatment,  that  are  used  in  cases  of 
this  nature,  arising  either  from  drownins  or  suffocation,  of  recom- 
mending such  as  appear  to  be  the  most  effectual,  and  of  rewarding 
active  exertions  to  save  the  lives  of  their  fellow  creatures,  associa- 
tions have  been  formed,  both  in  Europe  and  America,  under  the 
name  of  Humane  Societies.  The  success  attending  their  endeav- 
ors, under  the  blessing  of  Heaven,  has  evidently  proved  their 
utility. 

It  is  conceived,  that  a  Society  of  this  kind,  composed  of  mem- 
bers belonging  to  this  town,  and  its  vicinity,  is  both  needed,  and 
would  be  serviceable  to  the  cause  of  humanity.  Not  a  single  year 
passes  but  we  hear  of  accidents  happening  in  the  waters  of  the 
Merrimack ;  the  fatal  effects  of  some  of  which  might  have  been 
prevented,  it  is  presumed,  had  either  earlier  assistance  been  given, 
or  the  best  method  of  recovery  been  more  generally  known.  The 
poignant  distress  which  these  events  must  necessarily  occasion,  or 
the  heart-felt  pleasure,  on  the  other  hand,  that  would  be  realized, 
in  making  a  successful  effort  to  preserve  the  life  of  a  parent,  a 
child,  a  friend,  or  a  fellow  citizen,  need  not  be  described.

Subsequently,  application  was  made  to  the  Legislature  for  an  act 
of  incorporation,  which  was  granted  March  7th,  1804,  and  undev 
this  the  Society  has  been  continued  until  the  present  time.

The  amount  expended  by  the  Society  since  its  institution,  m 
furtherance  of  the  objects  for  which  it  w^as  formed,  exceeds  four 
thousand  dollars.     $2000  was  contributed  to  the  funds  of  the  Mass- 
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achusetts  General  Hospital  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  establishing 
an  asylum  for  the  insane  ;  over  $1000  in  erecting  huts  for  the  re- 
lief of  wrecked  seamen,  and  re-building  a  life  boat,  &c.,  and  more 
than  $1000  in  sums  varying  from  from  five  to  fifty  dollars,  in  gra- 
tuities of  money,  adjudged  by  the  Trustees. 

The  amount  of  funds  now  belonging  to  the  Society  is  $6285.12, 
all  of  which  is  on  deposit  in  the  lustitution  for  Savings  in  New- 
buryport  and  vicinity. 

It  may  be  mentioned  as  showing  the  degree  of  interest  mani- 
fested in  this  society,  that  in  the  year  1808,*  it  had  upon  its  roll  of 
annual  and  life  members  the  names  of  three  hundred  and  ninety 
persons,  embracing  those  in  every  occupation  and  profession.  It  is 
believed,  that  without  a  single  exception,  every  one  is  now  de- 
ceased, (Mr.  Moses  Kimball  who  recently  died  at  the  age  of  eighty 
seven  being  the  last  survivor)  but  the  descendants  of  many  of  the 
original  members  reside  here,  and  take  an  active  part  in  the  other 
benevolent  associations  of  thb  place. 

It  is  in  part  with  the  view  of  awakening  their  interest,  as  well  as 
that  of  the  public  generally,  in  behalf  of  this  venerable  society, 
that  this  pamphlet  is  published.  The  primary  object,  however,  is 
to  meet  the  many  cases  of  accident  or  injury  which  may  arise  from 
various  causes,  by  suggesting  the  most  approved  methods  of  imme- 
diate treatment  before  medical  aid  can  be  obtained.

AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE 


MEimiMACK   HUMANE   SOCIETY. 


Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represeyitat'wes,  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  hy  the  authority  of  tlie  same  : — 

Sect.  1.  That  Micajah  Sawyer,  M.  D..  Dudley  A.  Tyng  and 
Ebenezer  Stocker,  Esqrs.,  Dr.  Nathaniel  Bradstreet,  William  Woart, 
Rev.  Thomas  Gary,  Rev.  Samuel  Spring,  Rev.  John  Andrews,  Rev. 
Daniel  Dana,  and  Rev.  Isaac  Smitli,  William  Coombs,  and  Nicholas 
Johnson,  Esqrs.,  Dr.  Nathaniel  Salstonstall,  Dr,  Samuel  Nye,  and 
Rev.  Joseph  Dana,  D.  D.,  with  their  associates  and  such  as  shall  here- 
after become  members  thereof,  be  and  they  are  hereby  incorporated 
and  made  a  Body  Politic  and  Corporate,  by  the  name  of  The  Merri- 
MACK  Humane  Society. 

Sect.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  Society  may 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  may  break,  alter  and  re- 
new at  pleasure ;  shall  be  capable  of  suing  or  being  sued  in  any  actions 
real,  personal  or  mixed,  in  any  court  proper  to  try  the  same ;  shall 
or  may  take  and  hold  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  by  gift,  grant  or  de- 
vise, any  estate,  real  or  personal,  the  aggregate  annual  income  whereof 
shall  not  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  and  may  sell  and  dispose 
thereof  at  pleasure,  not  using  the  same  in  trade  or  commerce  ;  may 
make  and  execute  any  by-laws  and  rules  for  the  government  of  the 
Society,  which  they  ma}^  think  expedient,  not  repugnant  to  the  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth,  and  may  at  their  discretion  annex  penalties 
for  the  breach  thereof,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  ;  and  may  appoint 
such  officers  and  invest  them  with  such  powers  and  duties,  as  they 
shall  think  fit. 
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Sect.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  end  and  de- 
sign of  the  institution  of  the  said  Society  is  for  the  recovery  of  per- 
sons who  meet  with  such  accidents,  as  produce  in  them  the  appearance 
of  death,  and  for  the  promoting  the  cause  of  humanity,  by  pursuing 
such  means,  from  time  to  time,  as  shall  have  for  their  object,  the  pres- 
ervation of  human  life,  and  the  alleviation  of  its  miseries. 

Sect.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  Micajah  Sawyer, 
Esq.,  be,  and  he  hereby  is  authorized  to  appoint  the  time  and  place  for 
holding  the  first  meeting  of  said  Society,  and  to  notify  the  members 
thereof,  by  advertising  the  same  in  the  newspapers  printed  in  New- 
buryport  and  Haverhill.

ARTICLE  I. 
There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  Society,  to  consist  of  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Re- 
cording Secretary,  and  eleven  others,  who  shall  be  first  chosen  at  this 
meeting,  and  hereafter,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  and 
they  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot.^ 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  at  Newburyport, 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  September,  of  which  notice  shall  be  given,  by 
the  Trustees,  in  the  paper  there  printed. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

The  President,  and  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President,  shall  pre- 
side in  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  monies  belonging  to  the 
Society ;  shall  place  any  portion  thereof  at  interest,  under  direction 
from  the  Trustees,  and  shall  pay  out  all  such  sums  as  shall  be  drawn 
for  by  the  President  or  Vice-President,  in  pursuance  of  a  vote  of  the 
Trustees ;  and  all  orders  for  money  shall  be  signed  by  the  President, 
or  Vice-President,  and  countersigned  by  the  Recording  Secretary. 

*The  number  of  Trustees  has  since  been  decreased,  and  now  consists  of  six  others. 
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ARTICLE  V. 
The  Corresponding  Secretary  ahall  manage  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society,   and  prepare  all  articles  for  publication,  which  shall  be 
thought  worthy  thereof  by  the  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  record  all  the  doings  of  the  Society, 
and  of  the  Trustees  ;  he  shall  demand  and  receive  all  monies  due 
from  the  members,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer,  taking  his  re- 
ceipt therefor,  and  charging  him  with  the  amount  thereof. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  management  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society ;  shall  have  authority  to  grant  premiums,  not  exceeding 
the  value  of  fifty  dollars  in  any  one  instance,  and  to  disburse  any 
monies  in  furtherance  of  the  designs  of  the  Institution. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
Special  meetings  of  the  Society  may  be  called  by  the  Trustees,  notice 
thereof  being  given  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  second  article. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  sums  subscribed  by  each  Member  shall  be  paid  to  the  Record- 
ing Secretary,  and  the  annual  dues  shall  be  paid  on  or  before  the  last 
day  of  August. 

ARTICLE  X. 

No  member  of  the  Society  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  in  any  meeting, 
whose  annual  dues  are  unpaid,  having  been  theretofore  demanded  by 
the  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  XL 

Any  five  of  the  Trustees,  of  whom  the  President  or  Vice-President 
is  to  be  one,  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  to  transact  any  business  that 
may  come  before  them. 

ARTICLE   XII. 

The  Trustees  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  the  times  and  places 
of  their  own  meetings ;  to  niake  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  orderly 
conducting  the  business  at  such  meetings,  and  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Society ;  and  all  other  Orders  and  Regulations  necessary  and  proper 
for  carrying  into  effect  the  objects  of  this  Institution,  not  inconsistent 
with  such  Laws  and  Regulations  as  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be 
made  by  the  Society.

1.  Special  meetings  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  called  by  the  Record- 
ing Secretary  on  the  application  of  the  President  or  any  two  of  the 
Trustees. 

2.  The  Trustees  at  any  meeting  may  elect  members  of  the  Society, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  notify  all 
persons  so  elected,  and  to  request  them  to  subscribe  to  the  articles. 
The  payment  of  five  dollars  by  any  person  thus  chosen  shall  con- 
stitute him  a  member  for  life,  and  no  annual  tax  shall  be  required. 
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DIRECTIONS     FOR     RESTORING     THE 
APPARENTLY   DROWNED. 


1st.  Send  immediately  for  medical  assistance,  blankets,  and  dry 
clothing,  but  proceed  to  treat  the  patient  instantly  on  the  spot,  in 
the  open  air,  with  the  face  downward,  whether  on  shore  or  afloat,  ex- 
posing the  face,  neck,  and  chest  to  the  wind,  except  in  severe  weather, 
and  removing  all  tight  clothing  from  the  neck  and  chest,  especially 
the  braces. 
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The  points  to  be  aimed  at  are, — first  and  immediately  the  Restora- 
tion of  Breathing;  and,  secondly,  after  breathing  is  restored,  the 
Promotion  op  "Warmth  and  Circulation.

The  efforts  to  restore  Breathing  must  be  commenced  immedi- 
ately and  energetically,  and  persevered  in  for  one  or  two  hours,  or 
until  a  medical  man  has  pronounced  that  life  is  extinct.  Efforts  to 
promote  Warmth  and  Circulation,  beyond  removing  the  wet 
clothes  and  drying  the  skin,  must  not  be  made  until  the  first  appear- 
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ance  of  natural  breathing;  for  if  circulation  of  the  blood  be  induced 
before  breathing  has  recommenced,  the  restoration  to  life  will  be  en- 
dangered. 

n.-TO    E-ESTORE    SHEATHING. 

(According  to  Dr.  Hairs  method.) 

To  Clear  the  Throat. — Place  the  patient  on  tlie  floor  or  ground 
with  the  face  downwards,  and  one  of  the  arms  under  the  forehead,  in 
which  position  all  fluids  will  more  readily  escape  by  the  mouth,  and 
the  tongue  itself  will  fall  forward,  leaving  the  entrance  into  the  wind- 
pipe free.     Assist  this  operation  by  wiping  and  cleansing  the  mouth. 

If  satisfactory  breathing  commences,  use  the  treatment  described 
below  to  promote  Warmth.  If  there  be  only  slight  breathing,  or  no 
breathing,  or  if  the  breathing  fail,  then — 

To  Excite  Breathing.— Turn  the  patient  well  and  instantly  on 
the  side,  supporting  the  head,  and  excite  the  nostrils  with  snufl', 
hartshorn,  and  smelling  salts,  or  tickle  the  throat  with  a  feather,  etc., 
if  they  are  at  hand.  Rub  the  chest  and  face  warm,  and  dash  cold 
water,  ar  cold  and  hot  water  alternately,  on  them.  If  there  be  no 
success,  lose  not  a  moment,  but  instantly, — 

To  Imitate  Breathing. — Replace  the  patient  on  the  face,  rais- 
ing and  supporting  the  chest  well  on  a  folded  coat  or  other  article  ot 
dress.  Turn  the  body  very  gently  on  the  side  and  a  little  beyond, 
and  then  briskly  on  the  face,  back  again,  repeating  these  measures 
cautiously,  efficiently,  and  perseveringly,  about  fifteen  times  in  the 
minute,  or  once  every  4  or  5  seconds,  occasionally  varying  the  side. 

On  each  occasion  that  the  body  is  replaced  on  the  face,  make  uni- 
form but  efficient  pressure  with  brisk  movement,  on  the  back  between 
and  below  the  shoulder-blades  or  bones  on  each  side,  removing  the 
pressure  immediately  before  turning  the  body  on  the  side. 

During  the  whole  of  the  operations  let  one  person  attend  solely  to 
the  movements  of  the  head  and  of  the  arm  placed  under  it. 

\The  first  meastcre  increases  the  expiration — the  second  commences  in- 
spiration.\ 

g^=  The  result  is  Respiraton  or  Natural  BREATHI^■G ;  and  if 
not  too  late.  Life. 

Whilst  the  above  operations  are  being  proceeded  witli,  dry  the 
hands  and  feet,  and  as  soon  as  dry  clothing  or  blankets  can  be  pro- 
cured, strip  the  body,  and  cover  or  gradually  re-clothe  it,  but  taking 
care  not  to  interfere  with  the  efforts  to  restore  breathing. 

3d.,  Should  these  efforts  not  prove  successful  in  the  course  of  from 
two  to  five  minutes,  proceed  to  imitate  breathing  by  Dr.  Sylvester's 
method,  as  follows  : — 
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Place  the  patient  on  the  back  on  a  flat  surface,  inclined  a  little  up- 
wards from  the  feet ;  raise  and  support  the  head  and  shoulders  on  a 
small  firm  cushion  or  folded  article  of  dress  placed  under  the  shoulder- 
blades.  Cleanse  the  moutli  and  nostrils,  draw  forward  the  patient's 
tongue,  and  keep  it  projecting  beyond  the  lips  ;  an  elastic  band  over 
the  tongue  and  under  the  chin  will  answer  this  purpose  or  a  piece  of 
string  may  be  tied  round  them,  or  by  raising  the  lower  jaw,  the 
teeth  may  be  made  to  retain  the  tongue  in  that  position,  Remove 
all  tight  clothing  from  about  the  neck  and  chest,  especially  the  braces. 

To  Imitate  the  Movements  op  Breathing. — Standing  at  the 
patient's  head,  grasp  the  arms  just  above  the  elbows,  and  draw  the 
arms  gently  and  steadily  upwards  above  the  head,  and  keep  them 
stretched  upwards  for  two  seconds.  By  this  means  air  is  drawn 
into  the  lungs.  Then  turn  down  the  patient's  arms,  and  press 
them  gently  and  firmly  for  two  seconds  against  the  sides  of  the  chest. 
(By  this  mkans  air  is  pressed  out  of  the  lungs.)  See  Engra- 
vings 3  and  4. 

Repeat  these  measures  altrrnately,  deliberately,  and  perseveringly, 
about  fifteen  times  in  a  minute,  until  a  spontaneous  effort  to  respire  is 
perceived,  immediately  upon  wiiich  cease  to  imitate  the  movements 
of  breathing,  and  proceed  to  Induce  Circulation  and  Warmth. 


IV.  TEEATMENT  AFTEH  NATURAL  BBEATH- 
IWG  HAS  BEEN  BESTOHED. 

To  Promote  Warmth  and  Circulation. —  Wrap  the  patient  in 
dry  blank-ets;  commence  rubbing  the  limbs  upwards,  with  firm  grasp- 
ing pressure  and  energy,  using  handkerchiefs,  flannels,  &c.  [By  this 
measure  the  blood  is  propelled  along  the  veins  towards  the  heart.] 

The  friction  must  be  continued  under  the  blanket  or  over  the  dry 
■clothing. 

Promote  the  warmth  of  the  body  by  the  application  of  hot  flannels, 
bottles,  or  bladders  of  hot  water,  heated  bricks,  &c.,  to  the  pit  of  the 
stomach,  the  arm-pits,  between  the  thighs,  and  to  the  soles  of  the  feet. 

If  the  patient  has  been  carried  to  a  house  after  respiration  has  been 
restored,  be  careful  to  let  the  air  play  freely  about  the  room. 

On  the  restoration  of  life,  a  teaspoonful  of  warm  water  should  be 
given  ;  and  then,  if  the  power  of  swallowing  has  returned,  small 
quantities  of  wine,  warm  brandy  and  water,  or  coffee,  should  be  ad- 
ministered. The  patient  should  be  kept  in  bed,  and  a  disposition  to 
sleep  encouraged. 
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General  Observations.  The.  above  treatment  sliould  be  perse- 
vered in  for  some  hours,  as  it  is  an  erroneous  opinion  that  persons  are 
irrecoverable  because  life  does  not  soon  make  its  appearance,  persons 
having  been  restored  after  persevering  for  many  hours. 


Appearakces  which  generally  accompany  Death,  Breath- 
ing and  the  heart's  action  cease  entirely ;  the  eye-lids  are  generally 
half  closed  ;  the  pupils  dilated  :  the  jaws  clenched  ;  the  fingers  semi- 
contracted  ;  the  tongue  approaches  to  the  upper  edges  of  the  lips,  and 
these,  as  well  as  the  nostrils,  are  covered  with  a  frothy  mucus.  Cold- 
ness and  pallor  of  surface  increase.

Cautions.  Prevent  unnecessary  crowding  of  persons  round  the 
body,  especially  if  in  an  apartment. 

Avoid  rough  usage,  and  do  not  allow  the  body  to  remain  on  the 
back  unless  the  tongue  is  secured. 


Under  no  circumstances  hold  the  body  up  by  the  feet. 

On  no  account  place  the  body  in  a  warm  bath  unless  under  medical 
direction,  and  even  then  it  should  only  be  employed  as  a  momentary 
excitant. 

Drowning.     The  actual  condition  is  here  due  to  the  same  cause  as 
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in  death  by  hanging, — the  non-entrance  of  air  into  the  Inngs.  If  re- 
peated attempts  at  breathing  be  made  wMlethe  patient  is  in  the  water, 
air  will  escape  from  the  chest,  and  water  may  pass  into  the  air-passa- 
ges, but  this  intrusion  of  water  is  no  necessary  condition  of  drowning. 
Hence  no  attempts  need  be  made,  as  our  forefathers  taught  to  re- 
move water  from  the  chest,  by  rolling  the  body,  face  downwards  on  a  ^ 
barrel,  etc. 


In  all  cases  of  suspended  animation  from  LIGHTNING  STROKE, . 
much  the  same  means  should  be  resorted  to  as  in  sunstroke. 

The  body  should  be  placed  in,  and  fully  exposed  to,  the  open  air, 
cold  water  dashed  over  the  face,  neck,  breast  and  body  generally,  and 
if  respiration  be  suspended  the  means  recommended  in  drowning 
should  be  used. 


In  apparent  death  from  STRANGULATION  or  from  POISON- 
OUS GASES,  the  remedies  above  named  are  such  as  promise  the 
most  success. 


To  restore  the  apparently  DEAD  FROM  INTENSE  COLD  :— 
Rub  the  body  with  snow,  ice  or  cold  water.  Restore  warmth  slowly, 
and  after  some  time,  if  necessary,  employ  the  means  recommended  in 
cases  of  drowning.  This  treatment  should  be  continued  for  hours, 
unless  sooner  successful. 


In  all  cases  of  SUNSTROKE,  the  chief  point  of  interest  is  to  rouse  the 
nervous  energy,  which  may  most  effectually  be  done  by  pouring  cold 
water  from  a  height  over  the  head  and  nape  of  the  neck,  and  dashing 
the  same  in  the  face  and  over  the  chest.  This  treatment  should  be 
continued  as  long  as  there  is  any  tendency  to  sleep  ;  at  the  same  time, 
the  patient  should  be  roused  up  by  speaking  to  or  shaking  him.  As 
soon  as  he  can  swallow,  brandy  or  wine  and  ammonia  should  be  given 
in  small  quantities  and  frequently. 

These  means,  together  with  stimulating  injections,  and  the  applica- 
tion of  mustard  to  the  feet  and  legs,  are  the  remedies  most  likely  to 
prove  successful,  and  should  be  at  once  and  persistently  used. 
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Hints  for  Emeegencibs.  If  a  man  faints,  place  hiui  on  his  back 
and  let  him  alone. 

The  best  thing  to  stop  the  bleeding  of  a  moderate  cut  instantly,  is 
to  cover  it  profusely  with  cobweb,  or  flour  and  salt,  half  and  half,  or 
scraped  leather. 

If  a  person's  clothes  take  fire,  slide  the  hands  down  the  dress,  keep- 
ing them  as  close  to  the  body  as  possible,  at  the  same  time  sinking  to 
the  floor  by  bending  the  knees.  This  has  a  smothering  effect  upon 
the  flames ;  if  not  extinguished  or  great  headway  gotten,  lie  down  on 
the  floor,  and  roll  over  and  over ;  or,  better,  envelop  yourself  in  a 
carpet,  rug,  bed  cloth,  or  any  garment  you  can  get  hold  of,  always 
preferring  woolen. 

As  a  precaution  against  fire,  all  children  should  be  dressed  in  wool- 
en clothes  in  winter,  when  they  are  particularly  exposed  to  fire. 

Scalds  and  Burns. — In  cases  of  scalds  and  burns  apply  cotton  or 
linen  cloths,  moistened  with  equal  parts  of  linseed  oil  and  lime  water 
well  shaken  together. 


RULES 

For  the  course  to  be  followed  by  the  Bystanders  in

The  dangers  to  be  feared  are :  Shock  or  Collapse,  loss  of  Blood,  and 
unnecessary  suffering  in  the  moving  of  the  patient. 

I.  Shock.  In  shock  the  injured  person  lies  pale,  faint,  cold,  some- 
times insensible,  with  labored  pulse  and  breathing.  • 

Apply  external  warmth,  by  wrapping  him  up  (not  merely  covering 
him  over)  in  blankets,  quilts,  or  extra  clothes.  Bottles  of  hot  water, 
hot  bricks  (not  too  hot)  may  also  be  wrapped  up  in  cloths  and  put  to 
the  armpits,  along  the  sides,  and  between  the  feet  if  they  are  unin" 
jured. 

If  the  patient  has  NOT  been,  drinking,  give  brandy  or  whisky  in 
table-spoonful  doses  every  15  or  20  minutes — less  frequently  as  he  gets 
better.  Food  (strong  soup  is  the  best)  should  also  be  given  now  and 
then. 

II.  Loss  OF  Blood.  If 
the  patient  is  NOT  bleed- 
ing, DO  NOT  apply  any  con- 
striction to  the  limb,  but 
cover  the  wounded  part 
lightly  with  the  softest 
rags  to  be  had  (linen  is  the 
best). 

If  there  is  bleeding,  do  not 
try  to  stop  it  by  binding  up 
Figure  1.

TO  THE  PART  MUST  BE  CHECKED.   To  do 

this,  find  the  artery,  by  its  heating ;  lay 
a  firm  and  even  compress  or  pad  (made  of 
cloth  or  rags  rolled  up,  or  a  round  stone^ 
or  piece  of  wood  well  wrapped),  OVER 
THE  ARTERY  (seeEig.  1);  tie  a  hand- 
kerchief around  the  limb  and  compress ; 
put  a  bit  of  stick  through  the  handker- 
chief and  twist  the  latter  up  until  it  is 

JUST  TIGHT  ENOUGH  TO  STOP  THE  BLEED- 
ING ;  then  put  one  end  of  the  stick  under  the  handkerchief  to  prevent 
untwisting  (as  iri  Figure  2). 

The  artery  in  the  thigh  runs  along  the  inner  side  of  the  muscle  in 
front,  near  the  bone.  A  little  above  the  knee  it  passes  to  the  back  of 
the  bone.  In  injuries  at  or  above  the  knee,  apply  the  compress  high 
up,  on  the  inner  side  of  the  thigh,  towards  the  front  and  two  or  three 
inches  below  the  groin,  (at  the  point  where  the  two  thumbs  meet  at 
C,  in  Fig.  3),  with  the  knot  on  the  outer  side  of  the  thigh.     When  the 

leg  is  injured  below  the  knee, 


apply  the  compress  at  the  back 
of  the  thigh,  two  or  three 
inches  above  the  knee  (at  C,  in 
Figure  4),  and  the  knot  in  front 
(as  in  Figures  1  and  2). 

The  artery  in  the  arm  runs 
down  the  inner  side  of  the  large 
muscle  in  front,  quite  close  to 
the  bone  ;  low  down  it  gets  fur- 
ther forward  toward  the  bend 
of  the  elbow.  It  is  most  easily 
found  and  compressed  a  little 
above  the  middle.  (See  Fig- 
ure 5). 

Care  should  be  taken  to  ex- 
amine the  limb  from  time  to 
time,  and  to  lessen  the  com- 
pression if  it  becomes  very  cold 
or  purple  ;  tighten  up  tlie  hand, 
kerchief  again  if  the  bleeding 
begins  afresh..

III.  To  Transport  a  Wounded  Person  Com- 
fortably. Make  a  soft  and  even  bed  for  the  in- 
jured part,  of  straw,  folded  blankets  quilts,  or  pil- 
lows laid  on  a  board,  with  side-pieces  of  board 
nailed  on,  where  this  can  be  done.  If  possible,  let 
the  patient  be  laid  on  a  door,  shutter,  settee,  or 
some  firm  support,  properly  covered.  Have  suffi- 
cient force  to  lift  him  steadily,  and  let  those  who 
bear  him  NOT  keep  step. 

Broken  Leg. — When  a  leg  is  broken,  tie  it  to 
the  other  leg  with  handkerchiefs,  to  keep  it  still 
till  a  surgeon  arrives.  This  should  be  done  espe- 
cially before  removing  the  injured  person  from  the 
spot. 

Broken  Arm. — For  similar  reasons  a  broken 
arm  should  be  tied  to  a  piece  of  thin  wood,  and 
placed  in  a  sling.

When  any  poisonous  substance  has  been  taken  by  mistake  or  other- 
wise, the  first  thing  to  be  done  is  to  produce  pkompt  and  free  vom- 
iting. This  can  best  be  done  by  mustard  water, — a  table  spoonful  of 
powdered  mustard  in  a  half-pint  of  water;  given  freely  and  repeatedly 
if  necessary. 

Some  poisons  may  be  neutralized  and  rendered  harmless  before  vom- 
iting —  as  soda,  saleratus,  potash,  or  any  other  alkali,  by  giving 
vinegar,  lemon  juice,  or  some  acid. 

Eor  lime  or  baryta,  give  Glauber  salts,  or  Sulphuric  acid  diluted 
with  water. 

Acid  poisons  may  be  neutralized  by  the  use  of  an  alkali — as  for 
example.

While  these 
means  are  being  vigorously  used,  there  should  be 
prepared  (if  it  cannot  be  obtained  ready  for  use)  the 
"  hydrated  peroxide  of  iron,"  as  follows  :  To  any 
amount  of  the  common  tincture  of  iron,  add  a  larger 
quantity  of  aqua  ammonia,  (hartshorn),;  a  dense 
sediment  will  settle  to  the  bottom  of  the  vessel.  Turn, 
off  all  the  hquid  and  throw  it  away,  and  add  water 
to  the  sediment.  Give  this  freely  until  the  symp- 
toms are  relieved.

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BEACONS,   SIGNALS,   &c., 

The  Society  has  erected  five  beacons  along  tlie  coast  of  Plum  Island, 
to  which  are  attached  directions  and  distances  to  the  nearest  places  of 
shelter. 

A  cannon  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  the  keeper  of  theLightliouse, 
which  is  kept  always  in  readiness  to  give  the  alarm  in  the  event  of  any 
disaster  occuring  on  the  beach ;  and  if  in  the  daytime  the  signal  of  dis- 
tress, a  white  flag  with  black  ball  in  the  centre,  will  be  hoisted  at  the 
flag  staff  near  the  Light-house. 

Life  boats  are  stationed  at  the  farm  house  near  the  south  end  of  the 
Island  (Bluff,)  and  on  the  Plum  Island  road  near  the  house  of  Moses 
Pettingell ;  and  on  the  signal  of  distress  being  given,  teamsters  are  en- 
gaged to  remove  the  latter  boat  at  once  to  the  scene  of  disaster. 

A  small  boat  fitted  with  the  necessary  apparatus  to  rescue  persons 
who  may  fall  into  Frog  Pond,  and  a  ladder  to  be  used  in  case  persons 
break  through  the  ice  in  winter  has  been  placed  near  the  pond. 

The  society  has  vainly  endeavored  to  keep  these  articles  in  order 
and  ready  for  immediate  use,  in  consequence  of  the  conduct  of  thought- 
less and  unprincipled  boys,  who  have  in  many  instances  wantonly  in- 
jured them. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  future  they  will  remain  unmolested,  as  it 
will  cause  serious  delay  if  the  boat  house  is  placed  under  lock  and  key, 
and  the  object  in  view  in  having  them  near  the  Pond,  ought  to  com- 
mend their  preservation  and  protection  to  all  who  value  human  life. 

A  chest  of  clothing  to  supply  the  wants  of  shipwrecked  seaman,  has 
been  placed  at  the  farm  house  on  the  Bluff,
